While the debate was in progress 
President Coolidge -was completing 
his plans to place prosecution of an­ 
nulment suits in the hands of two 
distinguished lawyers, one a demo­ 
crat and one a republican, with in­ 
structions to act independently of 
the departm ent of justice. 
Senator 
W alsh, democrat, Montana, who has 
taken the lead in the senate oil in­ 
quiry, presented on the senate floor 
the annulment resolution approved 
in principle by 
the 
investigating 
committee. 
The discussion pointed 
to general acceptance of the pro­ 
posal on both sides of the chamber. 
The resolution relates only to the 
Teapot Dome lease by the Sinclair 
interests, but a t the same time Sen­ 
ator Lenroot presented a letter from 
K. J. Doheny, offering to return the 
Dobeny lease for the California re­ 
serve on condition that the leasing 
company is re-imbursed for its ac­ 
tual epxenditures. 
As a part of the president's pro­ 
secution plan, it became known that 
congress would be asked to appro­ 
priate $1 0 0 ,0 0 0 to pay the expenses 
of suit.

“National Banks had operated for 
more than half a century 
without 
branches,’’ Justice Sutherland said. 
“without any apparent detrim ent to 
their efficiency.” 
There were only two questions to 
be considered, he added. 
The first 
was whether the state statute was 
valid as applied to National 
Banks. 
This the court answ’ered in the af­ 
firmative. 
The second question w'as 
whether the proceedings to call Na 
tional Banks into account as follow­ 
ed in the present case were proper 
and could be maintained. The court’s 
answ er was that the proceedings had ; 
been properly brought, and that the * 
decision of the Missouri State Courts 
was affirmed. 
“W hat the state is seeking to do is 
to vindicate and 
enforce 
its 
own 
laws,” said Justice Sutherland. “Na­ 
tional Banks are brought into exist­ 
ence under federal legislation, are in­ 
strum entalities of the 
federal gov­ 
ernm ent and are necessarily subject 
to the param ount 
authority 
of the 
United 
States. 
Nevertheless, 
Na­ 
tional Banks are subject to the laws 
of a state in respect of their affairs 
unless such laws interfere with the 
purposes of their creation, and tend 
to impair or destroy their efficiency 
as federal agents or conflict with 
the paramount law 
of the 
United 
States.” 
The court added that the question 
was whether the Missouri law con- 
llicted with federal statutes. 
“In our opinion it does not,” con­ 
tinued the majority opinion. 
“The 
extent of the powers 
of 
National 
banks is to 
be 
measured by the 
terms of the federal statutes relating 
to such associations and they can 
* rightfully exercise only such as are 
| expressly granted or such incidental 
powers as are necessary to carry on

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CANADA AND OUR IMMIGRATION 
LAW. 
The fact that Canada is being helped by 
our new and more restrictive immigration 
policy is being cited as an argument against 
that policy. Immigrants who would other­ 
wise have come to this country are going to 
Canada instead and the Canadians are wel­ 
coming them heartily. 
It is only natural 
that in welcoming 
them 
the 
Canadians 
should say to them in effect that our loss is 
Canada's gain. To take that attitude is to 
pay a compliment to the newcomers and to 
make them feel that they have come among 
friends. 
• 
Undoubtedly Canada is the gainer by 
our policy, but this does not imply that we 
are suffering a loss. 
Canada has plenty of 
room for immigrants of the right kind. Her 
great problem is to get her millions of va­ 
cant acres settled up and she is trying to get 
the kind of immigrant who will settle on 
the land. It will be a long time before she 
is so saturated with foreign strains as to 
change the whole character of her people. 
It is possible in Canada to make immigra­ 
tion a force for land development and the 
enlargement of agricultural production. 
Here, where móst of the best land readily 
adaptable to agriculture has been already 
taken up, unrestricted immigration simply 
means a still greater concentration of for­ 
eign elements in and about the larger cities 
and industrial centers. 
The fact that Canada is being helped by 
it really has no bearing at all upon our re­ 
strictive immigration policy. 
The situation 
there is utterly different from the situation 
here— a fact so plain that anyone can see 
it. 
The opponents of immigration restric­ 
tion are hard put to it for arguments when 
they make use of this one.

Sir Auckland Geddes, 
retiring 
British 
ambassador to the United States, is an opti­ 
mist. 
He believes that the world situation 
is steadily 
improving. 
Even 
Europe, he 
thinks, “is slowly, but none the less surely, 
driving towards a solution." To emphasize 
this conviction of his 
that 
the 
world is 
steadily getting into better shape, he re­ 
views events in the field with which he is 
most familiar— the field of Anglo-Ameri­ 
can relations. 
He says: 
“Four 
years 
ago 
tonight, by a 
strange accident 
this 
very night— I 
was first spoken to in regard to coming 
here to represent my country. At that 
time there were many small questions, 
although they 
looked 
like big ones, 
troubling the surface of the relations 
between the two nations. 
There was 
the question 
of oil, of which your 
chairman has spoken. 
There was the 
question of naval rivalry. 
There were 
strange suspicions about our associa­ 
tion with Japan. There were questions 
about the debts. And another question 
concerned the Emerald Isle. 
“Where 
are 
those 
questions to­ 
night? They have all gone, they have 
vanished. Why? 
It is not because of 
the great effort made by the individu­ 
als or small groups of individuals, but 
because of the common sense, the good 
feeling, the understanding of the men 
of affairs, of both nations 
that were 
brought to bear on 
these 
problems. 
They have vanished." 
It is profitable to look back in this way 
over what has happened in the past few 
years. 
Many bad and sad 
things will be 
found, some new question 
and 
problems 
which threaten to cause trouble, some old 
questions and problems which appear just 
as far from solution now as ever. 
But it is 
surprising 
how 
many 
problems will be 
found which are 
problems 
no 
longer— 
problems which have been checked off on 
the record and 
against 
which the world 
“solved" has been written. Sir Auckland's 
hopeful speech is pleasant reading.

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The Farmer and the Railroads 
T 


h is is the third of a scries of articles about the railway transportation situation 
and its relation to Agriculture. This article, which deals with production 
costs, shows the parallel positions in which the railroads and the farmers find 
themselves. 
Railroads have only one thing to sell—and that is SERVICE: 
The production of that service has grown to be the second largest industry in 
America—second only in importance to Agriculture. 
The production of transporta­ 
tion service involves the labor of ^000,000 men, 400,000 miles of railroad tracks, 
68,718 locomotives, 56,900 passenger train cars, not to mention terminals, stations, 
freight houses, round houses, shops and other vast properties required. 


* Taxes, fuel, wages, material and supplies are the principal items entering into 
the cost of producing transportation. 
In 1922 taxes (Local, State and Federal' 
increased 91 Million over 1917; fuel increased 170 Million; pay rolls increased 94 
Million; and material and supplies increased 500 Million Dollars. 


To meet an ever-increasing demand for more and better service to care for a 
traffic which is doubling every ten years, funds for a higher standard of railroad 
maintenance and operation, and for improvements, additions and betterments to 
the railroad plant of a Billion Dollars each year must be forthcoming. 


The railroads do not fix the rates charged for the service they are called upon to 
render. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission and various State commissions 
fix those. One result is that railroads paid in 1922 more in taxes than in 
dividends I 
The point is that the railroads find themselves in exactly the same 
position as the Farmer. 
The Farmers m ust buy in a market where the 
price is “fixed by the other fellow” and they are forced to sell their products 
on markets where again, the price is “fixed by the other fellow.” 
The only 
difference is that the law o f supply and demand largely determines the 
prices of both what the Farmer buys and sells while that law works only 
one way for the railroads. 
On the selling end, it is the government agencies 
that say what the railroads shall receive for their service. 


That the railroads have managed to make headway, especially in the last year, 
is a tribute to the efficiency of railway managements. 
That Agriculture has en­ 
countered difficulties certainly is not the fault of the railroads. 


AND REDUCING FREIGHT RATES WILL NOT HELP TI IE GENERAL 
SITUATION ANY MORE THAN FURTHER REDUCTIONS IN THE PRICEb 
OF FARM PRODUCTS WILL HELP. 
* Another factor that must be considered is that more than a million men are 
employed in steel mills, coal mines, lumber mills, and other allied industries almost 
wholly dependent upon the railroads for their livelihood. 
Taking away the income 
of the railroads and forcing a curtailment in their expenditures for labor and material 
would destroy the purchasing power of this vast army of consumers of farm products. 


The cost of producing railroad transportation will depend always, to an immeas­ 
urable extent, upon the character of serv ice demanded of the railways. 
The rail­ 
roads are today giving to America the best and cheapest transportation service in 
the world. 
I do not believe that America will ever be satisfied with less.

HINTS THAT ARE HELPFUL 
W 
HEN cooking salt codfish do 
not 
boll—just 
simmer, 
for 
boiling toughens the fiber of the 
fish. It may be scalded and drained 
three 
times, which will usually 
freshen it about right. 
A good color to add to a gravy, 
as well as a bit of flavor, is a small 
crumbled ginger cooky; it thickens 
as well and can be used in a small 
amount without flour. 
Machine or carriage grease may 
be easily removed from washable 
clothing by covering the spots with 
lard; let it stand to soak In and 
soften, then wash in soapsuds. 
Fruit stains may usually be re­ 
moved by placing the stained por­ 
tion over a bowl and pouring boil­ 
ing water through the stain. 
If it 
does not entirely fade let it lie for 
a few minutes in the water or pour 
more through it. 
Coffee, cocoa, or tea stains should 
be soaked in cold water, especially 
If cream has been mixed with the 
liquid in tea or coffee. Then wring 
dry and pour the boiling water 
through the stained portion. 
When leaving wood tubs or pails 
for any length of time, fill them a 
third full of water, laying a thick­ 
ness of paper in the bottom and 
around the sides. When the water 
has evaporated the paper will still 
hold moisture some time. 
Aluminum griddles and frying 
pans may be cleaned to look like 
new if put on the coals in a fur­ 
nace for a half hour or less. 
This 
is good for iron-frying pan—they 
may be left longer. Dripping pans, 
too, will be cleaned nicely this way, 
especially roasters or ones used 
for roasting. 
Peroxide used with a bit of ab­ 
sorbent cotton wound 
around 
a 
toothpick will remove stains under 
the nails. 
Fingers 
stained 
from 
vegetables may be cleaned with a 
little oxalic acid. 
Dissolve a few 
crystals in ‘water and dip the finger 
tips or rub the acid well into the 
stains, then remove with clear wa­ 
ter. 
Peroxide Is useful for many 
things, as is iodine. A cut or bruise 
if painted with iodine will often 
save infection.
